TAHOE. 


The Qem of Ihe giernu-A take that 
k'voir »'rc€»cs, and Sever ulv«» ui> IU 
Dead. 


The Salt Lake Herald thus speaks of Lake 


Talioe: Truckee is a thriving railroad town, 
and the starting-point for Lake Tahoe, called 
th« " Gem of the Sierras." 
The road from 


Truckee winds along Truckee river, up a canon 
bearing the same name. It, is fourteenTniles 
long, and a succession of fine views the whole 
length of the road. The snow-clad Sienas are 
on our right, and beautifully timbered hills on 
each side of the rher. A fe.v miles up Hie 
canon a successful fish-farm is in operation, 
where tens of thousands of trout can be seen 
In every stage of a trout's existence. 
As we 


reach the head of the canon we find we are 
also at the outlet, or head of the Truckee river, 
whose waters, like all the other rivers of Ne- 
vada, are lost in sinks. None of them have an 
outlet into the ocean. 


The view as we emerge from the canon is 


beautiful. The broad expanse ot the majestic 
lake lies before us, encircled on all sides by 
lowering mountains. 
Half of the lake is in 


Nevada, and the other half in California. It is 
twenty-eight miles long and from twelve lo six- 
teen miles wide, and Las been sounded to a 
depth of sixteen hundred feet. Its waters are 
a beautiful ultramarine, and it may be called 
the purest water in the world, containing, by 
analysis, only four per cent, of impurities. 
It 


is so light and mobile as to be easily lashed 
into foam, or calmed to a mirror-like surface. 
In the early morning it is like a looking-glass, 
with surrounding objects reflected iu it with 
surprising accuracy. Several steamers, of small 
tonnage, are used in navigating it. Its altitude 
is about sixty-three hundred feet; it is always 
cool and pleasant in tlie hottest weather. 
The 


lake never freezes, and never gives up Its dead. 
No person that has been drowned has been 
known to rise lo the surface. Wood, as soon 
as it saturated, sinks to the bottom. 
The 


water is as clear as crystal, and huge roots 
fifty feet down are plainly discernible. In 
facl, it is a marvel, and'tlie very contrast of our 
own Salt Lake ; for this is so dense and slug- 
gish as to otter great resistance to tbe human 
body, and everything else that will float. 


The finest place on the lake is Emerald Bay. 


Ben Holladay owns a beautiful place at tbe 
head of it—a very neat residence in a shady 
nook, with Ihe snow-clad summits of the Sier- 
ras for a back-ground, and a magnificent water- 
fall for the middle distance. The fore-ground 
is eveiythi.ig an aitist can desire. Near by is 
the beautilul little islet called the Emerald Isle, 
on which an old salt called Sailor Dick built a 
home and a ^rave where he intended to be bu- 
ried shnnld he die on land, bull am credibly 
informed he got on a diunken spree and sunk, 
to use no inoic. iu the lake. The propeity is 
now in chaige of .mother seaman called Sailor 
Jack. He may properly be called the hermit 
of Emeiald bay, for in the deep recesses he lives 
without the society of any human being, his 
only companions being thiee dogs and four 
cats. lie is indeed a curiosity, but the soul of 
good nature. Old Dick's fate seems to have 
set him thinking, for he is a lotal abstainei 
now. The story of his conversion is worth be- 
ing told. lie relates that on one occasion, 
when crossing the lake, a squall upset his small 
boat. Down he went with it, he says, seven 
teet. He swam to the surface and grasped 
firmly his demijohn of whisky in one hand and 
th* upset boat in the other. 
He thought, 
" now this might be my last drink, and as it is 
cold 1 will take a swallow." He then took a 
look at the favorite bottle and hesitated to 
throw away so much good liquor, and thinking 
It was cold, thought he would try yet another; 
and there, on a cold, dark niglit, with the pros- 
pect of death staring him in the face, he vowed 
in take his last drink of tire-water. This reso- 
lution he has firmly kept.

was man led. Twenty-eight years ago! You 


an' the boy.' Sometimes I think I'd 


like to go back agin, and see tbe place where 
they both lie, but f suppose I never shall.

It wasn't 
in any church yaid, you know; but a little 
way up the mountain there was a green, quiet 
spot among the trees, and they are there—not 
more'n a hundred feet, say, above the track— 
and I often wonder if Charlie doesn't still 
dream, when the New York express thunders 
by, that bis old father is holding the throttle. 


I put up a snug cabin by tbe side of the road 


when I had a small cltarin', aud between 
whiles I used to plant my potatoes and things, 
enough to keep us going, aud Mary had her 
garden.

There couldn't be no worse place fixed 
for the road, if they had hunted the whole coun- 
try through, than right there. There was a 
sharp cuive, and on the outside of it was a 
straight up-and-down precipice for huudrads of 
feet, so that if a train went off it would be 
smashed into kindlin' wood and tenpenny naiis. 
Devil's Run went underneath the track, near 
the point of tbe curve, through a barrel culvert, 
and once there came a haid storm, 'n tbe trees 
'n stones, and so on, chocked up the culvert, 
which wasn't large enough, 'n the water 
dammed up and rose, till by 'n by the whole 


minute. H came on me with a rush, like. Mr 
hair stood on end. I blew brakes. I screams 
to the fireman, " Crazy! Devil's Run cnlveit's

it. I used to laugh a good deal when people made 
such fools of themselves over their childien, 
hut I know exactly how it is now, for I sup- 
pose I was the greatest fool pvermy Charley as 
overlived. Mary named him Charley. That 
was after'me. Seems to me that boy took to a 
locomotive from the time he was six months 
old.

Sometimes there's something

think beforehand that something is goin' to 
happen—a kind of—of— presentiment ? Yes I 
that's it. Presentimen'. You can't tell ex- 
actly how it is, but if there is spernts in acci- 
dents or disasters, seems like they was tryin' 
some way to let folks know in time, and could 
not quite do it. 
Everything seemed to go 


wioug with us that night. The passengers was 
all a-growlin' cos we hurried 'em up at supper;

open and l»oked queer. Me was dead fast 
asleep. Crazy ketches me or I'd gone over, 
which it weio my knees seemed weak like. 
Then I sets down on the rail aud Crazy picks 
up tiie child, 'n huggin' of 'im up busted right 
outacrjin', he did. 


The conductor and some of the men eot out 


of the cars and come where wo waa. "It was 
sleetin' still, 'n' growin' bitter cold. The boys 
carried the baby into the baggage car, where 
there was a stove, aud took off his night clothes 
and wrapped 'nn up in blankets and great 
coats. There was a doctor on the train, and he 
ses if we kin £>it 'irn back to bed without wakln' 
of 'im up, p'raps it wouldn't hurt 'irn ; but if 
he was to wake, what with the wet, 'n' the 
oold, 'n' the fright, like as not it might kill 'im. 
So the hoys takes 'im up to carry 'im to the 
house, and I fullered along, but 1 couldn't hev 
carried a kitten. The doctor he tells 'em to be 
keerful and not wake "im, for it was as much 
as his life was worth. 
So Crazy takes 'im, 


and two of 'em holds a blanket over 'im to keep 
the sleet off, 'n' one goes ahead with a lantern, 
and two or tlnce more about with lanterns, so's 
to light the way. Wen we got to the break it 
waa just as I expected. Track, road, culvert, 
everything gone, clean as if cut out with a 
knife. The water was pitcuin' down the run 
six feet, carryin' big rock and boulders that 
bounced and bumped from side to side and up 
into the air, clear out of the water. It was aw- 
ful to look at. How the child got over the gap, 
which was at least twenty feet wide, I don't 
know. A tiee bed corao down and lodged 
crossways, and I suppose he must hev gone 
over that. Wen we come to it we was most 
afraid to try it, for if you slipped off the log it 
was all day with you. I didn't like to trust the 
boys, and I ses to Jake, " Crazy, you won't 
drop the baby will you?" 
He points down 


into the break and ses, " Latham, we'd all been 
down there, every mother's sun of us, but for 
youi little pard. I'd drop my soul first." 


" Well ! we got 'Im home safe at last. Mary 


was asleep when we got to the house, and was 
scared as bad as me when she heard what was 
up. We put 'im back in his bed and sure 
enough he never waked up. Next mornin' 
they threw a trestle over the break and trains' 
was riinuiu' agin. But the doctor stayed with 
us. Jest out of his own head, you know, but 
he seemed anxious. Seemed as though he took 
to the child. Don't wonder at that, neither. 
Most everybody did. 


I watched by 'im all that niglit, and towards 


day I got out all his old Christmas things and 
sot 'em on to a table near the bed, where he 
could see 'em tha first thing. Bui a fever came 
on 'im, and won he woke up he was out of his 
head. I speaks to 'im and ses, " How goes it, 
Pard ?" But be didn't know me. That was 
Thanksgiving Day, you know, and I sat there 
by him, liopin' ev<'iy minit as he might come 
iound,so I could give 'im his things and we could 
hev our holiday just as we used to do. But he 
kep' gettiu' worse from hour to hour. 


He was sick jest a week and wandenn' and 


and wild from tirst, to last. I slaved with 'im 
all the time, for I hadn't wits enough left to 
handle a machine, and the boys sent word not 
to bother mjself about business, and they'd 
see me through. So between 'em they did my 
duty aud No. 29 went up and clown in her reg'- 
lar runs jest as if I was at the lever myself. 
i'ou know I was a tellin' about the water tank 
near the bouse. It didn't use to be used much, 
but that week seemed as though there wasn't a I 
train, either way, that didn't git out of water 
just there, and some of 'em would come over 
to see about the boy. And their wives kept 
sendiri' nice things — and they was all poor peo- 
ple, too. 
You see, somehow it traveled about 


fast what little Paid had done, stoppin1 the 
train that niglit, and he sich a mite of a child. 
And it got into the newspapers, and the Presi- 
dent of the roaJ came up to see 'iui ami all that. 
But he ji^st went on from day to day, for Death 
struck Mm fiom the first moment as he stood 
there in the winter rain.

Then seemed as though he was goin' down 


to the cuive where we found him. And he'd 
shiver like, as ef the cold rain was strikin' 'im.

to the absolute uselossuess of that oflicc, con- 
sidering that there was then In existence a Bu- 
reau ofStatijllcs, abolished Wells and hisodicc, 
slnc« which time Wells has been the infatuated 
agent of the llritish Free Trade interest. Wo 
do not wish to Impugn the motives of Mr. Wells, 
but it looks very much as If ho weio trying to 
betray the industries of his native land into for- 
eign hands. Germany, In some articles, has 
tried Free Trade, and has bccu disastrously af- 
fected. France maintains protection, and shows 
the most wonderful recuperative power of any 
nation in tlm world. It was only after her abil- 
ity to iiudeisell the other nations of the world 
that England established Free Trade, and then 
generally nsked other nations to do the same 
thing, llmt she might have an open market for 
her goods. 
There Is no question that the con- 


test of these rival interests will bo one of the 
most prominent features of the coming session 
of Congress. As the question is one which will 
also injuriously airect the working men, who 
arc now complaining of inadequate eompensa- 
tiiin for their work, it is possible that this im- 
portant factor in our allliiis will have a voice.

tries of tliis port, and one, too, which will in 
time effect all sections of the count! y, is tbe 
exportation of beef to "Europe. On an average 
2,800 bead of cattle a week arc now shipped in 
icTrigerated apartments built into transatlantic 
vessels, and every now and then from 50 lo 
100 live cattle are sent over by European steam- 
ers, the American line refusing to take any 
beeves not dressed for the market. The im- 
mense abattior erected on the west bank of the 
Sdinylkill, by the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, has a capacity of 5,000 head a week, and 
even this can be increased when circumstances 
v.'anant it. 
Reports from England indicate 


that the supply of native cattle is becoming ex- 
hausted, and the day is evidently not far dis- 
tant when American beef will be used almost 
exclusively in the mother country. I might 
tell you about another new industry, the man- 
ufacture of oleo-mar^erine — imitation butter, — 
but the firm are naturally somewhat reticent in 
regard to the extent of their business. I only 
know that hundieds of pounds of the peculiar 
compound are shipped weekly to England) 
where it is (probably) sold as the best butter. 
It is claimed, however, that not an ounce of it 
is sold in this country. It will be a difficult 
task to remove t,he prejudice against this new 
article of diet., but the truth is, it is as pure, as 
wholesome, and as truly Intftcr, as the finest 
product of the daily. It is make of highly clar- 
ified animal fat or suet, taken fresh from the 
steer when slaughtered, and, after being churned 
with milk, colored to suit the fancy of the pur- 
chaser. As the cream of milk is essentially an- 
imal fat, the only real difference between the

tions which iiis highness the " boss " made he- 
foic the aldermanic committee last week, as 
spoken of In the proceeding letter, formed the 
chief excitement for the week. While he was 
testifying in the City Hall, the gentlemen who 
used to be aasoc'ated ivilli him held their breath, 
and passed through moments of great anxiety 
and agony. Tweed didn't tell much ; but lie told 
enough to let us know that he has more to tell. 
In the few days to come he may explode those 
bombshells with which he seems to bo always 
playing. If he does, the effect will be tremendous. 
As 1 write, theie is a wierd feeling abroad in 
certain sections of the community, which is 
caused by that dread of the inevitable some- 
thing that is iu the air. 
When the storm that 


presages the tidal wave dies away upon the 
tropical coast, the silence that ensues is some- 
thing terrific. 
The guilty people are now en- 


joying such an interval of silence. Mr. Tweed 
has not suitl much yet; but he has shown that 
he has a «<>od deal to say. The most remarka- 
able thing about his investigation was the cold- 
blooded manner in which he confessed himself 
,\ thief. " Did you sign such a check, or wink 
at such an ordinance, knowing llmt it would 
rob tho ci I y'treasury ?" " I did—we did—they 
did," wcie the unblushing answers to all such 
queries. It was plain that the notorious pris- 
oner of Ludlow street jail had come to the con- 
clusion that if frankness could not benefit him, 
it at least could not make his position more 
desperate. 
It is this frightful unbosoming 


which scares so many wealthy rogues, who 
uever thought, to quote the language of the 
school in which they were educated. " that the 
Boss would squeal." I saw Mr. Tweed the 
other day, when he was on the rack, and I 
never saw him look better, during the time, I 
mean, that ha has been in jail, since his return 
from Spain. 
He was almost jocular, and 


nodded pleasantly te the right and left as old 
acquaintances (Jilted before him. The " Boss " 
has lost a good deal of flesh, but the loss makes 
him appear moie tiim than was his wont. 
He 


was neatly dressed, and thoroughly at ease. 
What I consider a-most remarkable circum- 
stance was this: His son William sat along- 
side of him, and heard his father declare him- 
self a felon over and over again, without snow- 
ing the slightest disconcertion.

dition. Eemember 
further 
that there are 


shrewd observing men everywhere in the South 
who are thoroughly alive to all that will give 
them greatest pecuniary benefit, and their cus- 
toms, odd and senseless as they may appear to 
the newcomer, are most likely to be (bundedou 
soundest judgment and observation, hence the 
immigrant who hoots at tlie one-horse or bull- 
tongiied plow, or otker apparently slip-shod ag- 
ricultural implement, and who fancies he can 
at once introduce Northern modes of farming, 
will, in nineteen cases out of twenty, reap most 
disastrous failure, and abandon (lie South in 
disgust. Yet, had he exercised ordinary pru- 
dence, and varied experimentally only from his 
sensible neighbors, he would in time have 
reaped success. We would say to the immi- 
grant, never buy Southern land upon the rep- 
resentation of real estate agents. 
Go and 


look,•and compare for yourself by talking with 
the people, and hearing their-views as to the 
value of this soil or that. The Southern farm- 
ers, if you go quietly among them, will always 
give you an honest judgment. But the inter- 
ested real estate agent is untrustworthy South, 
as he is in the great West, and will as surely 
deceive you in tlie one place as in the other. 
" Deceived by real estate ageuts" can truthfully 
be written upon the tombstones of thousands 
in the West, and the South is no exception fn 
furnishing sharks to feed upon the credulous. 
Keep away from them in the South. Never 
expond all your capital in buying land because 
cheap. 
Go cautiously and locate where grasses 


grow spontaneously. With these cautions in 
mind, we believe the great mass of Immigrants 
to the South will succeed, while otherwise will 
fail. 


vious meetings like vultures on a dead body ;

erations—probably the Indians of to-day—at- 
tached some sacredness to the spot, and buried 
their dead after their own fashion. Nothing 
else was found, except some flint-arrow heads, 
fragments of pottery, and a few river shells. 


The veterans of the Mexican war had their 


annual meeting, and renewed their proposition 
that Congress give them all pensions. 
They 


fought over their battles, explained bow Buena 
Vista was more of a scrimmage than Shilo, and 
Cerro Gordo than Ihe fight in tile Wilderness, 
looked down with serene contempt upon the 
fellows who had seen service only during the 
recent unpleasantness. Tbe meeting concluded 
with an olrt-faahioned banquet, eating off tin- 
tin cnps and tin dishes, and consisting of .hard 
tack, salt horse, pickled onions, and other dan- 
ties on which they subsisted while on their way 
to the halls of thellontezumas. 


The Colored Masons of the United States 


have also been holding tbeir little convention 
for the sake of harmonizing certain little dif- 
ferences. 
In 1847 a National Giand Lodge 


was established; but many of the State Grand 
Lodges refused to recognize h, and have since 
been running on their own book. The rneet- 
ibg first bad a lively discussion as to whether 
it should call itself a General Assembly or a 
National Convention, one delegate taking the 
ground that the former was preferable, because 
an assembly was a close corporation, and when 
they went home their constituents could not 
criticize them as freely as they could were thpy 
to call themselves a convention. So, in order 
to escape criticism, they determined to be an 
assembly. It was finally decided to abolish the 
National Grand Lodge, as being a unnecessary 
body, and the delegates, who were not noticed 
by their white brethren, shook hands and went 
home. 


The Hon. J. RussellJones has been removed 


al last from his place as Collector of the Port, 
and William Henry Smith appointed. Jones 
did not want logo, and refused to tender his 
resignation, though his predecessor had been 
frozen out to make room for him. Mr. Jones has 
held federal offices for sixteen years, and has 
110 sympathy in his present bereavement. The 
change has no political significance whatever. 
It is true that Jones wanted to hold on iu order 


country. A long term of Imprisonment cured 
him of misuse of the pen; but apparently his 
talents were only directed into another channel 
for after his death it was found that ho had 
been running two wives, one in Iowa and one 
in Illinois, an.l dividing up his time between 
them with great impartiality. Ho was the sou 
of a clergyman, but found divinity slow' and 
unprofitable, anU went into forgery, Ue made 
nearly $120,000 iu New Orleans ill J800, and 
then went lo England. 
It was difficult to 


practice his profession there, and he came back 
home to make heavy forays on the New York 
, Boston and Philadelphia bunks, lie made 
much money, but he had to pay out much to 
lawyers and detectives. In 1803 he. cleaned out a 
bank in Rutland Vt., for $24,000,but was not ar- 
rested until 18(10, when he got a leu year's term, 
and dwelt iu Windsor prison until 1870, when 
he came out West, bought an Iowa farm, and 
began dividing big time between his two wives. 
He estimated that he had made in twenty years 
neaily half a million of dollars hy his forgeries, 
and yet when he came out of prison ho had but 
$2,000. 


Jimmy O'Neill, the favorite actor, who is 


playing here now, is on the anxious seat. A 
person who claims to be his (list wife has 
brought suit for divorce, alimony, and custody 
of tlie child. This is specially awkward, be- 
cause there is a second wife at present in exis- 
tence, who is now busied in asking O'Neill 
what it all means. The latter denies that he 
ever was married to No. 1, though he admits 
an intimacy, and claims that she is simply try- 
ing to blackmail him. In the meantime O'Neill 
has immense audiences, and will probably in- 
sist on an increase of his salary.

Our Ex.Pofllmatiter on lilt Travels. 


Jesse B. Mears, Esq., our ex-postmaster

'• V\ ednesday, Sept. Olh, we started fiom 


Bristol and arrived at Lancaster, stopped about 
two hours, and saw the {monument erected to 
the memory of the soldiers who foil in the 10- 
bellion from 1861 to 1805. We were told to go 
out east to see the finest part of the city, but as 
our minds were not turned towards the east, 
we took Ihe next train, and came to Harris- 
burg. The Republican convention was in ses- 
sion, and of course I attended, and witnessed 
the strife between the fi lends of Reeder aud 
Passmore for the nomination 
for Auditor. 


Strong and sharp things were said on both 
sides, and it seemed as if both would have to 
be nominated, or the party would be disrupted. 
But I suppose there must be some, fighting 
where there is so much fire and smoke, aud 
there was consideiable of that, for al two 
o'clock every second or third man had a cigar 
in his month, aud the room was full of cigar 
moke, but somehow I don't quite understand 
it, the bad feeling seemed to pass away out of 
the windows, probably, with tho tobacco smoke, 
for, although Reeder received 82 votes and 
Passuiore 105, it was moved that the vote be 
made unanimous, and after putting (he resolu- 
tion, the speaker declared that t'.ie nomination 
for Auditor was unanimous. The next day 
(Sept. Oth.) we visited the Capitol, and went 
up tlio winding stairs to the dome, from where 
we had .a fine view of the city. About one 
third ofa mile distant stands tho great iron pipe 
of tho water woiks. The Siisqnelianua liver 
running in a northwest direction, passes the 
city, which extends about a mile above and a 
mile below the Capitol, and is about a half or 
thiee-qnartcrs ofa mile iu width. The water 
works was the next place of visitation, and 
upon ascending tho stairs around the stand- 
pipe, 220 feet high, we had a much finer view 
than from the Capitol's dome. Passing down 
Front stieet, which is along the river, and is 
the Kadclitle street of the place, I noticed one 
peculiaiity about tlie gutters. Many of the 
streets have none, the pavement, which is of 
brick, drops down at the place where the curb 
should be, the bricks rising again about two 
feet out in (he street with a head couise at the 
same level of tlie pavement; the bricks form- 
ing tlie gutter, are placed on edge. The' build- 
ing that has attracted my attention the most, is 
the new Methodist church, which is very nearly 
completed. 
It is a neat, substantial building, 


of stone which resembles granite. It will seal, 
I should judge, from 1,500 to 2,000 people. 


We arrived at Williamsporl Friday afternoon. 


On leaving Harrisburg, we took tlie Northern 
Central Railroad up the bank of the Susque- 
liauua, passing between mountains on either side 
of the river for about twenty tmlns, after which 
the country is only hilly, until within a few 
miles of Williamspoit, when the Bald Eagle 
mountains open up to view; they aro on thp 
left and south side of the Susquehanna, and 
opposite Williamsport. At the last station be- 
fore reaching Williamsport the conductor called 
out sharp and strong, "All out for Muncy." 
Tlie name sounded so familiar that I was quite 
sure I Lad heaici it before. The first thing to 
be seen on leaving the cars is the Herdic House, 
an immense hotel for summer boardeis, sur- 
rounded by a beautiful shaded lawn five acres 
in extent. 
Williamsport has 20,000 inhabi- 


tants, 100 saw and planing mills, 20 churches— 
four Methodist, three Baptist, two Presbyterian, 
two Episcopalian and two Catholic. There are 
eight banks, two daily aud six weekly news- 
papers. The capital employed in the lumber 
busirress must be immense. 
The slabs and 


bioken boards that accumulate at the saw mill 
such as would be sold in Bristol at a dollar per 
load, are here given to any one who desires 
them, and if they are not taken away, are 
burned up to get them out of the way. 


Williamsport is on (he north side of the river, 


is about three miles iu length and half a mile 
in width, a range of hills back of the city, pre- 
venting it from growing any wider. There are 
five or six streets running the length of the 
town, tho lower part of which is called the old, 
and the upper the new. The latter was built 
and one half is still owned by Mr. Herdic, 
proprietor and builder of the Herdic House. 
Fourth street, the finest Iu the city, is paved 
with blocks of wood. I believe they call it the 
Nicholson pavement. The sidewalks are paved 
with brick mostly, but some aro plank walks, 
like that on the Beaver dam road. A Imrse ear 
railroad runs the entire length of Fourth street. 
Sunday I attended the first Baptist church. 
Professor Davis, a Methodist, preached. 
The 


Methodist, 
Presbyterian 
and 
Episcopalian 


churches are rich, but the Baptist, as usual, arc 
the poorest. I think this must be a healthy 
place, as I have seen but one sickly looking per- 
son during my visit. Tins (Monday) morning 
Mrs. Mears and I took a lunch crossed 'the 
river, and went a mile into the Bald Eagle 
mountains in search of a sulphur spring, and 
there we spent the greater part of tlie day. 
I 


tried to persuade Mrs. Mears to drink some of 
the sulphur water, but was notjsuccosslul. 
I, 


however, managed to worry down fire classes, 
and found it very good—medicine. Francis 
Murphy is announced to lecture here this even- 
ills, and we will take advantage of the opportu- 
nity thus ollered of hearing the great temper- 
anre apostle. From here, we go to Minnequa 
Spiiugs, from where I will write further.

cleaned as follows :—To one quart ol water add 
one tablespoonful sulphuric acid ; throw the 
shells in and stir them around with a stick al- 
lowing them to remain hut 
two minutes. 


Thiow out the shells into some clean water 
and rinse them carefully, changing the water 
several times. Then place the shells in an 
oven or on top the stove and dry them thor- 
oughly.

other day, felt a nibble, and, drawing his hook 
toward the shoie, observed a half-gallon Iruit- 
cau trailing on the bottom. 
Having secured 


the vessel, lie was gieatly stirpised to find that 
a large catfish had taken up his abode therein 
and lemained until his increased dimensions' 
did not admit of egress. He had evidently 
flopped around in his tin parlor until a hole 
was made in tho rust-eaten bottom, through 
which his tail protruded. Iu this position the 
catfish had power to navigate fiora one place to 
another, and must have been regarded by his 
aquarian ueighbois as a kind of hon-clad moni- 
tor 


filled the cavitj almost full. 
The slightest 


touch reduced the content* to dust, and further 
search levealed the little occupants of the nest 
coiled snugly under the coveting, and—turned 
to wood. There they lay, almost perfect in 
form, smothered to death. They had become 
a part of the tree ilself. They had not starved 
to death, because their store of nuts was not 
exhausted when they died. The only explana- 
tion that seems reasonable is that they entered 
the tree in the Fall, through a small aperture, 
which then grew too small to use as an exit. 
In time the wood grew completely about them, 
sealing tbe dead bodies heimetically, and pre- 
serving them. The moisture of the tree may 
have penetrated the bodies, and through lack 
of atmospheric air, assimilated the animal mat- 
ter with the vegetable until the solidification of 
the mass was aflected. It will be observed that 
the vegetable substances remained distinct. 
The meats of the nuts weie dried, and crum- 
bled to dust when touched. The color of the 
animals remains brown, but the hair has disaj- 
peared.

—Friday last was a good day for the rail 


shooters. The still'uoith-easter brought iu the 
tide, and the cannonading was terrific on tlie 
high-K-ater. So little of the reed was above wa- 
ter that the birds generally made for the hushes 
and some ol the boatmen gathered them with 
squib loads while perched upon the limbs. The 
tide on Saturday was even better, the water not 
being nearly as rough and the rain holding ofl 
uutil after the ebb had set in. As far as heard 
from, forty-three birds appears to have been 
" high boat." Very few reed birds were flying. 
One boat brought iu 104 on Fiiday aud the bag 
would have been larger but for the rain. 
The 


entire extent of the inland marsh could be 
pushed over on Monday but the birds were 
scarce, the twenty-six boats on Saturday hav- 
ing driven them into the corn fields. 


—Babies is said to have broken out as an ep- 


izootic in Glasgow, over which great alarm is 
felt. Dr. WcLeod, Pnf. of Surgery in the 
University, deprecates the publicity that has 
been given, and consequent wide-spread ex- 
citement. Iu a lecture upon the subject he 
very justly remarked : " If a mad dog were to 
bite through the clothes he would not care, be- 
cause the animal's teeth would be cleaned from 
'poison by rubbing through the cloth, aud 'there 
would bo no fear of bad results.' If persons 
were bitten by a dog it was foolish lo destroy 
the animal there and then, for more than once 
he knew of cases where men had recovered 
from what was thought to be 
hydrophobia 


merely by being shown the dog that had bitten 
them all sound and clothed in its right mind." 


—Quite recently the following remark was 


heard from one of a party of ladies visiting 
Peahody Museum at New Haven; they were 
looking at a case containing large speciiuens of 
brain corals and the like; " See the toadstools! 
I never saw them in a Museum before; here 
are some turned wrong side up." 
A similar 


mistake was once made by a more distinguished 
party. Ii was during the period when a great 
eflbrl was madu by the Ute Professor Agassiz 
lo obtain :m appropriation from the Massachu- 
setts Legislature to aid the Museum of Com- 
parative Anatomy at Cambridge. A committee 
of Legislators visited the Museum. The leader 
was strongly opposed lo granting additional 
funds for scientific purposes, and took every 
opportunity to enforce his views. Slopping be- 
fore a case of corals, ho gathered Hie other coin- 
mittee-men around him and harangued them 
thus: " Here we have a fair sample. Here is 
what is called science. Agassiz has filled up 
this whole case with toadstools. This is what 
we are giving money for.'' 


—Jas. Hogg told an anecdote of a collie 


which he sold a iieighboriugsheep fanner. Some 
little time afterward, while tending big own 
flocks, he saw a dog appear over the brow of a 
neighboring hill beyond which lay tbe farm to 
which his former companion had been sent. It 
trotted toward him till within recognizable dis- 
tance, and then sat down and steadily regarded 
his old master with a reproachful expression. 
The shepherd went toward him, hut the collie 
immediately retreated ; he stopped—the dog 
again sat down and gazed wistfully at him J he 
called aud whistled—the dog did not move. 
He again tried to diminish the distance between 
himself and his old ft lend, but in vain—the 
dog retreated in exact proportion to the man's 
advances; and never after would 'he come 


Miss Sauforil'* Lecture. 


Tuesday evening, Prof. Maria L. Sanforu, of 


Swarthmore College, delivered in the Baptist 
church her lectuie entitled, " Tbe training of 
children at home." She was not gieoted by as" '"* 
large an audience as sometimes gathers in the 
church, hut those who were in attendance, and 
theie were quite a goodly number present, were 
delighted both with the speaker and the man- 
ner in which she treated iier subject. She is 
quite graceful iu appearance, Las rather a youth- 
fill looking figure, dresses neatly and tastefully 
and wears her dark hair combed smoothly back 
from her face. Her voice is pleasant and though 
not. veiy strong yet is heard distinctly in all 
parts of the room. She speaks readily, not very 
rapidly and has the manuscript of her lectuie 
before her, which she seemed simply to glance 
at occasionally, using it probably as a memoran- 
dum in case her memory should happen to fail, 
which did not seem likely to occur. She said 
" The relation between parents and children is 
too often a continual warfare; this should not 
be so, discipline must be unchanging in its aims 
butiu its means ever vaiyiiig. Especially have 
patience with the unfotlunate ones, those who 
seem continually to be in trouble. Study the 
character and disposition and never try a second 
time what has failed ol doing good. We should 
learn to look at things from the stand point of 
children, put ourselves in their places—get ac- 
quainted with them, we can then appreciate the 
poignancy of their childish troubles which to 
them are;often no more tufliug than those, chil- 
dren of older growth go mourning over. (Teach 
love, kindness and obedience, the latter now too 
frequently overlooked, but the obedience should 
be cheeiful and unhesitating, not forced. Be 
encouraged iu regard to your children, make all 
you -can of them, nol desiiing them to imitate 
those of your neighbor. What you consider 
grave faults may prove in time to be exactly 
the opposite. 
Train the children to habits of 


self deuUI, and teach them to be courageous in 
what is light. Show me the boy who against 
the cold wintry blast will skate miles and miles 
and do without his dinner for the privilege, 
who will tramp all day hunting chestnuts, and 
returning home tired and weary will uncom- 
plainingly respond to the request to fill the coal 
scuttle. Such a boy is surt to make his mark 
in the world. A great deal of luck in the woild 
is simply the result of old Teutonic pluck. 
You should gratifylheappetit.es of tho children 
but at the same time properly control them, I 
believe that a great deal of the Intemperance iu 
tliis land can be traced directly to the neglect 
of mothers, our national dyspepsia being the 
cause of our national intemperance. 
Some 


persons icvolve around themselves so much 
that they grow too dizzy to see their own inter- 
ests. I always admired fasting because of the 
self denial it brought out, although I do not be- 
live In fasting, but think that all the fruits and 
delicacies of nature are intended for us to enjoy. 
I would spell my fast with an " e" in it. The 
" higher education" of our girls is much talked 
of and is beneficial, out it is well not to forget 
that there is a knowledge not learned in books 
which should be possessed by e^ry woman, 
worthy the name of woman. Let them seek to 
be beautiful, hut let them learn to value the at- 
Iracliveness of a quiet and meek spirit, aud 
" whatsoever thi ngs are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of good re- 
port ; if there be any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think on these things." 


Upon the close of her interesting address 


Miss Sanford was the recipient of enthusiastic 
applause.

Now, tlio electricity sent Into this wire induces

ing station. It follows that with a receiving 
Instrument set lo indicate a particular strength 
of current, the rate of signaling would be very 
slow on long cablet compared to land lines;

quired fur cable work. This fact stood greatly 
in the way of early cable enterpiise, Sir Wil-

mercial success. The merit of this receiving 
instrument is, that It Indicates with extreme 
Miiiiblllty all Ui« variations of the current in 
the cable, so that, instead of having lo wait 
until each signal wave sent into the cable has 
travelled to lite, receiving end before' wilding 
anoltler, a/ series of wsves may be sent after 
rach other in rapid succession.
